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Vulnerable teenager was given drugs and forced into prostitution 

EXPLOITED! 


TWO men have been found guilty 
of sexually exploiting a vulnerable 
child and plying her with drugs. 

Essex Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation after receiving intelli¬ 
gence about suspected child sexu¬ 
al exploitation and drug dealing in 
December 2013. 

During the course of their 
enquiries, a young woman came 
forward in April 2014 and 
revealed how Mohammad 
Rostami had groomed her into 
believing she was his girlfriend 
around seven years earlier, when 
she was aged 13 or 14. 

Rostami, now 37, formerly of 
The Renown, Shoeburyness, met 
the girl when he worked for a take¬ 
away in Duke Street, Chelmsford. 

He befriended the teenager with 
alcohol and drugs, resulting in her 
becoming addicted to cocaine. 

They started a sexual relation-

ship before he manipulated her 
into having sex with much older 
men in return for drugs or money. 

When his interest in her fizzled 
out, she was exploited by Mehdi 
Zare, 32, formerly of Lupin Drive,

Chelmsford, who arranged for her 
to have sex with other men in 
exchange for drugs or money. 

This ended when she left the 
area in 2010. 

Rostami, Zare and three other 


men were arrested and charged in 
connection with the police investi¬ 
gation. 

The trial began at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on October 10 and 
the jury finished returning their 
verdicts on Friday, December 16. 

Rostami, a hairdresser, was 
found guilty of one count of caus¬ 
ing or inciting sexual exploitation 
of a child aged under 18; two 
counts of sexual activity with a 
child aged under 16; and three 
counts of supplying cocaine, 
cannabis and mephedrone. 

The jury failed to reach a verdict 
on a count of rape. 

Rostami had denied all the 
charges and declined to give evi¬ 
dence during trial. During police 
interviews he denied contact with 
the victim and said she may have 
mixed him up with someone else.

TWO men who sold children for sex 
in Shoeburyness have been jailed. 

Stephen Castle, 41, and Steven 
Davis, 55, ran Girls4you, an escort 
agency based in Shoeburyness. 

Essex Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation in April 2014 after offi¬ 
cers found a 16-year-old girl in a 
car driven by Davis. 

She told officers she had been 
working as a prostitute and Davis 
was arrested on suspicion of 
arranging or facilitating child 
prostitution. 

During the course of their 
enquiries, the victim told police 
she had started working for the 


agency shortly before her 16th 
birthday and had never been asked 
her age, though she had told 
Davis. She also described how 
both men had supplied her with 
mephedrone. 

Officers found indecent images 
of the girl and a second victim, 
also aged 16, on Castle’s mobile 
phone, as well as a large number 
of text messages revealing his 
involvement in the running of 
Girls4you. 

There were also text messages 
referring to the supply of drugs by 
both him and Davis.

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Diesel leak at hospital 

Safety review after maternity unit evacuation and major incident declared feel free

SOUTHEND Hospital is to undertake 
a “thorough” review of its safety sys¬ 
tems following a diesel fuel leak that 
saw fuel go into the Prittle Brook. 

Southend University Hospital NHS 
Trust, which runs the hospital, con¬ 
firmed that fuel got into the brook 
during the leak on Tuesday, December 
13. 

John Henry, associate director 
estates and maintenance services at 
the hospital, said: “During last week’s 
diesel fuel leak a small amount of fuel 
was transported into the Prittle Brook 
with surface water drainage from the 
hospital site. We have worked closely 
with the Environment Agency and 
specialist contractors to minimise any 
impact on the local environment. 

“We are undertaking a thorough 
review of safety systems to prevent a 
reoccurrence of the incident.” 

A trust spokesman said that the leak 
came from a 1,000-litre fuel tank 
linked to its heating system, which 
ensures a gas or diesel option for the 
boilers is available to guarantee a con-

stant heating service to patients in the 
hospital’s Cardigan Building. 

Firefighters were called to the hospi¬ 
tal at around noon on Tuesday and the 
leak led to a major incident being 
declared at the hospital. 

The maternity unit and two other 
ward areas were evacuated as a pre¬ 
caution after fumes affected some 
areas of the hospital, and patients and 
visitors were asked not to attend the 
hospital during the incident. 


The major incident was stepped 
down at 6pm on Tuesday, December 
13. The leak was contained and con¬ 
trolled but those areas remained 
closed while the trust carried out reg¬ 
ular assessments of odour levels. 

Affected ward areas were reopened 
at 2pm on Wednesday, December 14. 

The trust is now undertaking a full 
investigation of the incident. 

Jon Findlay, hospital chief operating 
officer, said: “I am extremely grateful 


to everyone involved in helping us 
manage the incident; the fire service 
and Environment Agency; our col¬ 
leagues at Basildon and Thurrock 
University Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust and Mid Essex Hospital 
Services NHS Trust; the East of 
England Ambulance Trust and of 
course our own staff I would also like 
to express my thanks to patients and 
visitors for their cooperation and sup¬ 
port during the incident.”

Officers spoke to women who 
worked for Girls4you, who said they 
drank and took drugs at his flat while 
waiting for bookings, Basildon Crown 
Court heard. 

Davis drove them to their appoint¬ 
ments and took over the management 
of the business if Castle was away or 
busy. 

Girls4you, which operated for 14 
years, was shut down when Castle was 
arrested on August 27,2014 after offi¬ 
cers executed a search warrant at his 
then address in Shoeburyness. 

The computer programmer, now of 
Friday Street, Eastbourne, East 


Sussex, declined to answer questions 
during police interview. 

At court, he admitted charges of 
controlling activities of a person in 
prostitution for gain between June 1, 
2013 and August 31, 2014, possession 
of 198 indecent images of children, 
distribution of 13 indecent images of a 
child and being concerned in the sup¬ 
ply of mephedrone. 

He denied two counts of controlling 
child prostitution between June 1, 
2013 and August 31, 2014 but was 
convicted on November 23 following 
a trial at Basildon Crown Court. 

He was sentenced on Thursday, 
November 24 to four years for one of 


the child prostitution charges and 
three years for the other, four months 
for possession of indecent images, 12 
months for distributing indecent 
images, 20 months for controlling 
prostitution for gain and six months 
for the drugs charge. The sentences 
will run concurrently and he was 
jailed for a total of four years. 

In police interviews, Davis, who 
worked as a bailiff, denied knowing 
the two victims were underage and 
claimed to work for the agency as a 
part-time driver, not business partner. 

The former car salesman from 
Southend, now of Vauxhall Bridge 
Road, Westminster, London, denied 


two counts of arranging or facilitating 
child prostitution between June 1, 
2013 and August 31, 2014 and con¬ 
trolling prostitution for gain. 

But he was convicted and jailed for 
two-and-a-half years for each child 
prostitution count and 15 months for 
controlling prostitution for gain, all to 
run concurrently. 

He admitted being concerned in the 
supply of mephedrone and was sen¬ 
tenced to six months, to run concur¬ 
rently. The judge ordered a charge of 
possession of an indecent image of a 
child to lie on file. 

Castle and Davis were placed on the 
sex offenders register.

Deliveryman Zare, 32, was found 
guilty of one count of arranging or 
facilitating sexual exploitation of a 
child; one count of sexual activity with 
a child; and three counts of supplying 
cocaine, cannabis and mephedrone. 

He was found not guilty of two 
counts of sexual activity with a child. 

He denied all the charges and 
declined to give evidence during trial. 

In police interviews he admitted 
knowing the victim, but denied any 
sexual contact with her while she was 
underage. 

Jobless Amin Kaveh, 35, formerly of 
The Renown, Shoeburyness, was 
cleared of one count of supplying 
mephedrone to the same girl. He 
admitted one count of supplying 
mephedrone to a second girl, who was 
under 18. 

He was charged in connection with 
one count of controlling prostitution 
for gain in relation to that same girl. 

Following submissions by the prose¬ 
cution, the judge directed the jury to 
find him not guilty of that charge. 

Kaveh was charged in connection 
with other allegations involving a third 
teenager, who was aged 18. These 
dated between 2012 and 2014. 

He admitted a count of supplying her 
with mephedrone. He was found not 
guilty of assault by penetration, three 
counts of rape and one count of caus¬ 
ing or inciting prostitution for gain. 

Taxi drivers Mehdi Khashi, 32, of 
Rookes Crescent, and Mohammed 
Zarei, 32, of Delamere Road, both 
Chelmsford, denied one count of rape, 
and were both found not guilty. 

Rostami, Zare and Kaveh are due to 
be sentenced on January 12. 

The young woman, who Rostami and 
Mehdi Zare sexually exploited, said: “I 
finally feel free. 

“I have spent the last few years think¬ 
ing they wouldn’t pay for what they 
have done to me and others. I never 
thought anyone would believe me. I 
now feel a huge weight has been final¬ 
ly lifted from my shoulders.”

T raffic fears 
over airport 
business park 

PLANS have now been pub¬ 
lished for the new £150million 
airport business park to be 
built off Cherry Orchard Way 
in Rochford, meaning further 
loss of green belt and good 
farm land. 

Will this development really 
be fully built? 

Because the original 
Rochford Business Park on the 
west side of Cherry Orchard 
Way, that was built more than 
20 years ago, has still only 
developed a third of the site. 

What really concerns me is 
that the only change to the 
infrastructure for this develop¬ 
ment is a new roundabout to 
be built on Cherry Orchard 
Way that will just slow up the 
existing traffic. 

We now have 600 homes 
being built in Hall Road, 37 
off Main Road in Highwell 
Gardens, 70 off Folly Lane, 60 
at Bullwood Hall and 176 that 
have recently been finished at 
Clements Gate and nothing 
has been done about the daily 
traffic jams that occur at the 
Hockley Spa roundabout. 

I can remember traffic jams 
on the B1013 through Hockley 


when I first moved there 26 
years ago, before any of these 
developments were even 
thought of. 

Since then nothing has been 
done about this issue that gets 
worse ever year. 

I believe the problem is that 
Rochford District Council 
decide on the buildings and 
Essex County Council decide 
on the roads. 

What I don’t understand is 
that many of the district coun¬ 
cillors live in and around 
Hockley and must be affected 
by these jams, but they still 
allow these developments to 
go ahead without doing some¬ 
thing about it. 

Neither the 600 homes in 
Hall Road nor the new busi¬ 
ness park are on an existing 
bus route and I have not heard 
of any new bus route being 
proposed, unless they are 
keeping quiet about it. 

At the moment you would 
need to walk at least a mile to 
get a bus from these locations, 
which means even more cars 
on the roads. 

What is really needed is 
joined-up thinking but I don’t 
see that happening any time 
soon.

West Ham United 1-0 Hull City 
Brian Jeeves reporting from 
the London Stadium 

A SECOND half penalty from 
Mark Noble made it back-to- 
back 1-0 Premier League suc¬ 
cesses for West Ham United as 
Hull City were somewhat fortu¬ 
nately beaten on Saturday. 

West Ham went into the match 
fully aware that following 
Wednesday night’s narrow suc¬ 
cess over Burnley with a second 
successive home victory would 
cast further daylight between 
them and those struggling 
around the drop zone. 

Manager Slaven Bilic 
remained faithful to the starting 
11 that had seen off the Clarets, 
with Andy Carroll leading the 
attack and Michail Antonio 
looking to add to his haul of 
seven league goals to date this 
campaign. 

Hull City had lost their last 
five Premier League outings, a 
sequence that had seen them slip 
deeper into trouble. 

With so much at stake for both 
sides, early exchanges were 
unsurprisingly, nervy and a little 
untidy. Nevertheless, it was the 
home side who started slightly the 
brighter with both Dimitri Payet 
and Manuel Lanzini testing the 
Tigers rearguard with teasing 
assaults from the right. 

In response, Dieumerci 
Mbokani wasn’t far away with a 
speculative effort from just out¬ 
side the box. Minutes later, the 
Congolese frontman should have 
handed the visitors the lead, firing 
against the inside of an upright 


after seizing on some hesitant 
defending from Aaron Cresswell. 

Hull had sprung into life and 
Hammers goalkeeper Darren 
Randolph produced a terrific one- 
handed save to keep out 
Mbokani’s goalbound header. 

Sam Clucas and Mbokani were 
wayward as Hull continued to 
ask the sterner questions. Payet 
eventually offered the 
Hammers’ first attempt at goal, 
but his dead-ball effort was eas¬ 
ily fielded by keeper David 
Marshall. Harry Maguire then 
forced Randolph into a smart 
save low to his right as Hull 
probed menacingly. 

Just before the break, Obiang 
was a whisker away from breach¬ 
ing his own net after sliding in an 
attempt to thwart Maguire. 

Hammers boss Bilic introduced 
Andre Ayew and Edimilson 
Lernandes for the start of the sec¬ 
ond period in a bid to spark his 
side into life. But the expectation 
of renewed vigour was almost 
crushed when skipper Noble 
headed against his own post while 
attempting to divert Andrew 
Robertson’s troublesome cross 
away from danger. 

Seconds later, Robertson him¬ 
self thundered against the wood¬ 
work. It seemed like only a mat¬ 
ter of time before the visitors 
would break the deadlock. 

Ayew nodded Noble’s centre 
into Marshall’s gloves, while 
Pedro Obiang’s effort was deflect¬ 
ed wide. Then Ayew’s header was 
cleared off the line by Robertson 
as West Ham rallied. 

The altogether more upbeat 
and end-to-end nature of the 
contest continued as Lernandes 


cleared in the nick of time from 
Hull skipper Michael Dawson. 

But with just under 15 minutes 
remaining. West Ham were pre¬ 
sented with the opportunity to 
grab the advantage. Tom 
Huddlestone was adjudged to 
have fouled Antonio, and Noble 
sent Marshall the wrong way with 
the resulting spot-kick. 

Talismanic Lrenchman Payet 
was brilliantly denied by 
Marshall, while Clucas produced 
a fantastic saving tackle to thwart 
the marauding Antonio as the 
home side quickly looked to dou¬ 
ble their advantage. At the other 
end, Randolph smothered 
Maguire’s angled attempt as Hull 
pressed for the point their perfor¬ 
mance had probably merited. 

Payet could only find 
Marshall’s gloves as West Ham 
searched for a second in stop¬ 
page time. But there was to be 
no further addition to the scor¬ 
ing. This had proved to be a huge 
week for West Ham, who have 
now picked up seven points from 
their last three games, carrying 
them up to 13th in the table. 

Bilic conceded that his side had 
been second best for large spells 
of the game but was pleased with 
the resilience they showed in 
grinding out their second 1-0 vic¬ 
tory in the space of a week. 

He said: “Lor a long period of 
the game it looked like they 
deserved something although 
our reaction when we changed 
the system and the players was 
much better in the second half 

“It wasn’t good enough. We 
didn’t start bad, but then we gave 
them a couple of balls, one back 
pass, and the other ball we lost 


in a very dangerous area gave 
them a couple of chances.” 

Bilic continued: “In the second 
half it was a lot better. The last 
half an hour we stepped up a 
gear, we showed good compo¬ 
sure and balance, we were win¬ 
ning the second balls. Prom that 
pressure, we got the penalty. 

“After the penalty, I was very 
pleased with the way we played. 
It was much closer for us to get 
a second goal and put the game 
to bed than for them to equalise. 

“I would have liked us to have 
played better, but this couple of 
games were all about the result.” 

Disappointed Hull boss Mike 
Phelan said: “That’s the nature of 
the industry we are in. Sometimes 
good performances don’t give 
you the result that you want.” 

West Ham are next in Premier 
League action on Monday, 
December 26, when they travel 
to the Liberty Stadium to face 
Swansea City (3pm).
